REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: the prior art of record fails to disclose, either 
alone or in combination, the varying pattern of shingles with 
the alignment notch. The purpose of the different shingles is 
to create a relatively random pattern in the installed position. 
The prior art does not provide this limitation in combination 
with the alignment notch.
